Helightens the 
burthen of their Guilt,and Shame by a ſweet Interpre-

| but God bath turned it to Good : You defigned Dilloluti- 
ons, andDeſolations ; but God hath by it brought 
forth to me a wonderful Increaſe of Power, Authori- 
ty,andGlory. This isthe Example of Joſeph. Let usgo 
anddothe like.
